AUTOMATIC LAW REPKAL 


Obsolete, unenforceable and ab- 
Surd laws which encumber our 
statute books have long been the 
subject of discussion and criticism, 
but it has so fur seemed almost 
impossible to induce legislators to 
do anything to change the situa- 
tion. 

It has been suggested that oc- 
casionally a session of Congress 
and the various legislatures should 
be devoted exclusively to the re- 
peal of such superfluous laws, so 
as to relieve the congestion and 
confusion which now exists be- 
cause of their continuance in 
force, theoretically, if not in fact. 

Another suggestion, even more 
desirable and practical, it seems 
to us, has been offered by the 
Chicago Daily News, which may 
or may not be original with that 
newspaper. In an editorial which 
points out the absurdity of many 


of our laws which were enacted 
“as the result of some forgotten 
gust of public opinion or the whim 
of some legislator,” it concludes 
with this recommendation: 

“It should be settled legislative 
policy to repeal all laws, not re- 
enacted or amended, after twenty 
years. If state constitutions pro- 
vided for the automatic death of 
all laws not reenacted after a 
certain number of years, legisla-

PLANT OATS 
TREAT 


ARLY AND 
1ED FOR SMUT 


AUBURN, Ala.—Oats should be 
planted early and the planting 
seed should be treated with a for- 
maldehyde solution to prevent 
smut, advises J, C. Lowery, ex- 
tension agronomist, 

Experiments show that earty- 
planted oats produce almost twice 
as much as do late-planted oats, 
Sow two to three bushels of turf 
or Red Rustproof strains. 

Mr, Lowery says thal oat smut 
ean be controlled very easily and 


cheaply by treating the planting 
seed as follows: 
1, Buy a one-quart atomizer- 


type sprayer from a drug or hard- 
ware store. (Cost about °50c.) 

2, Get from a drug store one 
pint of formaldehyde (40 per cent) 
solution for euch 50 bushels of 
seed to be treated, (Cost about 
50 cents.) 

3. Pile oats to be treated on a 
clean floor, canvas, or in a tight 
wagon bed, 

4. Pour formaldehyde from the 
bottle into the sprayer; fill the 
bottle with water and pour it into 
the sprayer, 

5, While the oats are being 
shoveled from one pile to another 
give one good squirt of the solu- 
tion to each shovelful of oats as 
they are moved, 

6. Round up the treated pile 
of oats and cover with bags which 
have been sprayed inside and out 
with the solution in order that 
the formaldehyde gas may be re- 
tained and penetrate the entire 
pile, 

7. Leave the oats covered five 
hours, or over night.

1935 Lepgislature—termed by Goy- 
crner Graves “the most coopera- 
Live in the State's nistory’—stands 
in adjournment after having writ- 
ten more than 400 new laws on 
the statute books at a cost of 
nearly $300,000 to the taxpayers, 

The long session that began on 
January 8 came to its close at 
1:55 a.m, yesterday with a hand- 
ful of tired officials, clerks and 
reporters on hand to watch the 
assembly pass into history after 
a hilarious night session of sing- 
ing, fun-making and fond fare- 
wells. 

Political observers were unani- 
mous in their opinion that the 
chief characteristics of the Leg- 
islature were its willingness to 
curry out the “new deal” program 
of the Governor, and its persisten- 
cy in abiding by the “dry” victory 
in the February 26 prohibition ret- 
erendum, 

A precedent was set as the Leg- 
islature called sine die adjourn- 
ment at the end of the 49th legis- 
lutive day, instead of using the 
last and 50th day. 

The close of the session showed 
total expenditures to date of $282,- 
115, with a conservative estimate 
of $8,000 additional for expendi- 
tures to be incurred during the 
next six weeks as the clerks pre- 
pare the permanent journals. 

These expenditures included 
$39,000 drawn as “expense’’ money 
by the lawmakers under the Ar- 
nold act passed during the session 
which indirectly raised the pay of 
members from $4 to $6 daily, and 
withstood a test in Montgomery 
Cireuit Court. The “long recess” 
from February 8 to April 30 cost 
$28,889. 

The Legislature witnessed the 
introduction of 1,518 bills of which 
more than 400 were enacted into 


law. The House dropped 1,084 
bills into the hopper, while the 
Senate introduced 434. 


Six proposed amendments to the 
State constitution were submitted 
to the voters for a special election 
on December 17, all local in char- 
acter except the Davis amendment 
to exempt from franchise tax the 
withdrawable shares of stock in 
building and loan associations. 

So-called “NRA" legislation was 
rejected by the Legislature with 
the final blow administered Fri- 
day night as the House killed the 
Simpson “fair trade’ bill by ac- 
clamation. ‘The measure would 
have required merchants to charge 
the standard price for trade-mark- 
ed goods. 

Although this type of legislation 
was defeated, the Legislature did 
enact bills calling for regulation 
of many trades, including barbers, 
dentists, optometrists, cleaners and 
dyers in Birmingham, Mobile and 
Montgomery, engineers, and gen- 
eral contractors. 

Probably the most unusual biil 
enacted into law was the Coleman 
bill appropriating $5,000 to give 
Corp. Sidney Manning of Floma- 
ton a tax-free farm and home in 
recognition of his outstanding 
World War record. Grateful for 
the recognition, Manning attend- 
ed the closing day’s session and 
was introduced to the Legislature 
in special ceremonies. 

Hopes of lawyers over the State 
for a recodification of Alabama's 
laws were killed as the “new code” 
bill died on the last night after 
House and Senate conferees fail- 
ed to reach an agreement on dif- 


ferences. \ 
The Legislature heard three gu- 
bernatorial messages, one from 


retiring Governor B. M. Miller and 
two from Governor Graves. ‘The 
second message of the Governor 
carried word of a special session 
in January but impartial observ- 
ers believed this special session 
might possibly be delayed until 
later in the year. 

Speaker Harry Walker, of Lime- | 
stone, elected at the start of the 
session after a spirited race, car- 
ried home the praise of his col- 
leagues, a gold watch and chain, 
and a desk set. Lieutenant-Goy- 
ernor Thomas E, Knight, Jr., pres- 
ident of the Senate, was given a 
gold wrist watch.

FARMERS ARE TOLD TO 
SAVE CROTALARIA SEED 


AUBURN, Ala.—J. C. Lowery, 
extension agronomist, is urging 
Alabama farmers to save their 
crotalaria seed to plant next year 
for improving their soils. 

Lowery says that the seed can 
be stripped by hand, in which case 
a man can usually harvest 40 to 
50 pounds of seed per day. He 
also states that the plant may be 
cut with a knife or pruning shears 
and the seed thrashed or flailed 
out, 

The seed should be cleaned and 
carefully stored so that they will 


get plenty of air to prevent 
molding.

MONTGOMERY, Sept. 17.—Ev- 
@y person who expects to drive 
an automobile in Alabama must 
cbhtain a driver's certificate before 
November 15, 1935, and must pay

Me can do this when a driver fails 
to appear in court, when he oper- 
ates a motor car while under the 
influence of intoxicants or any hab- 
it forming drug, or for using a 
false or fictitious name in any ap- 
plication for a license. He can 
also revoke a license upon convic- 
tion of any person operating a 
motor vehicle for an accident re- 
sulting in personal injury to an- 
other person or for leaying the 
scene of an accident. 

It is made a misdemeanor under 


; the law for any person to operate 


a motor vehicle without having a 
driver's license in his possession, 
And it is also made a misdemean- 
or for any person to operate a 
car in Alabama from any other 
State without having a driver's 
license in his possession, providing 
the laws of the State from which 
he carries a tag have a driver's 
license law. 

It is provided in the law that 
all fines from violations of the 
driver's license law shall go into 
the highway patrol fund and no 
officer of the patrol shall receive 
any fees. All officers of the pa- 


trol shall receive $1,500 a year 
salary and there is no limit to 
their number. This will depend 


upon the amount of money receiv- 
ed from the driver’s license law, 
plus the cash fines. It is estimat- 
ed that the driver's license fees 
in Alabama will amount to ap- 
proximately $300,000 the first 
year. This should be sufficient to 
put 150 men on the State pay roll. 
If the fines are sufficient, more 
could be added after the first year. 
All officers must have a $2,000 
bond and they will all have the 
power of peace officers, which 
means that they can make arrests 
for any crime that other peace of- 
ficers of the State can make. 

The law provides for a chief 
highway officer at $2,700 a year, 
two captains at salaries of $2,250 
a year, four sergeants at $1,800 
& year and an unlimited number 
of appointees at $1,500 a year,

SUN STILL SHINES—How eas- 
ily we become discouraged and be- 
gin looking on the dark side of 
the situation! Following quite a 
long spell of almost ideal weather 
for harvesting one of Coffee 
County's most prolific crops, rain 
set in last Wednesday morning 
and continued most of the day. 
Then followed two or three more 
or less rainy days, and many of 
us began predicting that the cot- 
ton still in the fields would be 
ruined and the highly promising 
peanut crop would be almost a 
complete loss. But all of our wor- 
ries were groundless, for, starting 
last Friday morning, the sun has 
been shining daily and nearly ideal 
harvesting conditions again pre- 
vail. One of Coffee County’s fin- 
est goober and hay crops is being 
harvested as rapidly as possible 
and the cotton harvest is fast 
drawing to a close.

AGED NEGRO KILLED—'"Un-| 
cle Nealus” Stoudemire, age about 
75 years, was run over and so se- 
riously injured last Saturday even- 
ing about seven o'clock that he 
died a few moments later in the 
office of Dr. C. P. Hayes, where 
he was carried, Uncle Nealus, as 
he was affectionately called by 
hundreds of our citizens who knew 
him, had been in Elba all day, as 
was his custom, and was walking 
along the Elba-Samson highway 
on his way home, which is about 
three miles south of town. Just 


of Troy came over the hill from 
the south, and it is thought the 
lights blinded the old colored man, 
causing him to stagger into the 
path of the onrushing automobile. 
Uncle Nealus was employed for 
many years by Mr, Andrew Mor- 
row in sawmill work, and Mr. Mor- 
row says he was one of the most 
faithful hands he ever had. To 
show his appreciation of past ser- 
vice, Mr. Morrow has been at least 
partially supporting his former 
employee for several years. 

Unele Nealus was a _ peculiar 
character and was the butt of 
many good-natured practical jokes.
